But  Reagan’s  personal  powers  of  persua¬ 
sion  produced  a  nail-biter  that  turned  his  way 
at  the  3  p.m.  MST  showdown. 

Earlier,  the  president  told  the  Senate  in  a 
letter  that  the  sale  is  invaluable  to  U.  S.  secur¬ 
ity  interests  “by  improving  both  our  strategic 
posture  and  the  prospects  for  peace  in  the 
Middle  East.” 

But  opponents  called  it  a  threat  to  Israel, 
fuel  for  a  Middle  East  arms  race  and  a  risk  of 
losing  secret  AWACS  and  missile  technology 
to  the  Soviets  or  radical  Arab  nations  if  the 
Saudi  government  is  overthrown. 

“It’s  just  about  a  perfect  photo  finish,”  said 


Sen.  Charles  H.  Percy,  R-Ill. ,  Reagan’s  floor 
leader  on  the  issue,  as  the  climactic  vote 
approached. 

Reagan  called  it  a  test  of  his  command  of 
American  foreign  policy.  Opponents  saw  it  as 
a  threat  to  the  security  of  Israel  and  to  the 
sanctity  of  America’s  most  advanced  military 
technology. 

The  package  involved  not  only  sale  of  five 
Airborne  Warning  and  Control  Systems  radar 
planes  to  Saudi  Arabia,  but  also  1,177  Side¬ 
winder  missiles,  101  fuel  pods  and  six  flying 
tankers  to  stretch  the  range  and  firepower  of 
F-15  jets  already  in  possession  of  the  Arab 
kingdom. 

The  president  devoted  the  day  to  but¬ 


tonholing  senators,  two  summoned  for  pri¬ 
vate  persuasion  in  the  intimacy  of  the  small 
study  in  the  White  House  residence.  His  lob¬ 
bying  campaign  on  the  first  major  foreign- 
policy  debate  of  his  presidency  rivaled  the 
intensity  of  his  successful  effort  to  cut  govern¬ 
ment  spending  and  taxes. 

“He  makes  persuasive  arguments  based  on 
the  fact  that  we  only  have  one  president  of  the 
United  States  at  a  time,”  said  Sen.  Edward 
Zorinsky,  a  conservative  Democrat  from 
Nebraska,  after  40  minutes  with  Reagan. 

Hours  before  the  vote,  Reagan  declared  in  a 
letter  to  the  Senate  that  the  sale  of  AWACS 
radar  planes  and  the  jet  fighters  are  no  threat 
to  Israel  and  that  Americans  will  be  involved 
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in  the  Saudi  operations  “well  into  the  1990s.” 

Four  of  the  24  AWACS  aircraft  within  the 
U.S.  inventory  already  are  operating  with 
American  crews  in  Saudi  Arabia  to  guard 
against  possible  air  attack  by  Iran  or  other 
hostile  powers.  Under  provisions  of  the  prop¬ 
osed  sale,  the  Saudis  would  receive  five 
AWACS  in  1985,  but  they  would  be  models 
without  advanced  features  such  as  jam- 
resistant  communications  devices. 

Reagan,  seeking  to  allay  fears  that  a  Saudi 
Arabia  armed  with  AWACS  will  tip  the  ba¬ 
lance  in  the  Middle  East  against  Israel,  wrote 
in  his  letter  that  conditions  had  been  imposed 
to  assure  that  would  not  be  the  case.

strike  one  hour 


WARSAW,  Poland  (AP)  —  Soli¬ 
darity  workers  by  the  millions  struck 
across  Poland  for  an  hour  Wednes¬ 
day,  singing  the  national  anthem  and 
waving  red-and-white  flags.  Com¬ 
munist  Party  chief  Wojciech 
Jaruzelski  demanded  an  end  to  the 
protests,  and  his  army  indirectly 
warned  of  Soviet  intervention. 

Jaruzelski,  a  general  who  is  also  de¬ 
fense  minister  and  premier,  spoke  to 
the  party’s  Central  Committee  hours 
after  the  strike  ended  at  1  p.m. 

“Our  national  anthem,  revered  by 
generations  .  .  .  has  become  an 
accompanying  time  to  various  strikes 
and  protest  actions,”  he  said. 

“Poland  has  not  yet  perished — but 
it  is  perishing.  There  remains  little 
time.  This  blockade  must  be  lifted,” 
Jaruzelski  said. 

The  army  newspaper,  Zolnierz 
Wolnosci,  called  the  one-hour  protest 
“political  blackmail  and  provocation” 
designed  to  push  Poland  into  “events 
reminiscent  of  Hungary  in  1956  and 
Czechoslovakia  in  1968.”  The  Soviet- 
led  Warsaw  Pact,  which  crushed  the 
uprising  in  Hungary  and  a  liberaliza¬ 


tion  drive  in  Czechoslovakia,  was  re¬ 
ported  to  be  preparing  to  meet  soon  in 
Budapest. 

Solidarity  union  leader  Lech  Wale¬ 
sa  urged  his  members  to  abandon 
nationwide  protests  and  take  control 
of  distributing  goods  instead.  But 
some  ignored  him,  and  miners  in 
southern  Sosnowiec  launched  an 
open-ended  strike  to  protest  a  “blis¬ 
ter  gas”  attack  that  hospitalized  62 
people. 

Solidarity  officials  said  four  vials  of 
the  gas  were  thrown  from  a  passing 
car  outside  the  gate  of  a  Sosnowiec 
mine  after  a  rally  Tuesday,  and  that 
38  miners,  nine  children  and  15  pas¬ 
sers-by  were  felled  by  the  fumes.  It 
was  the  first  such  incident  since  Po¬ 
land’s  labor  crisis  began  last  year. 

Union  officials  from  the  Baltic  sea¬ 
ports  to  the  Silesian  coal  mines  re¬ 
ported  near-total  support  for 
Wednesday’s  strike,  the  second 
nationwide  protest  in  seven  months. 
The  walkout  was  to  protest  food  shor¬ 
tages,  police  harassment  and  govern¬ 
ment  refusal  to  share  economic  man¬ 
agement  with  Solidarity. 


“This  strike  was  our  maneuvers,” 
said  a  worker  at  the  Ursus  tractor 
factory  near  Warsaw,  an  apparent  re¬ 
ference  to  large-scale  Warsaw  Pact 
maneuvers  that  have  been  carried  out 
in  and  around  Poland  during  the  last 

Solidarity  leaders  in  northeastern 
Suwalki  said  Polish  troops  who  were 
ordered  into  the  countryside  this 
week  to  help  ease  food  shortages  and 
to  maintain  law  and  order  steered 
clear  of  the  protest.

The  first  district  would  include  Box  Elder,  Cache,  Rich, 
Weber,  Morgan,  Davis,  Tooele,  Juab,  Millard,  Beaver, 
Iron,  Piute,  Wayne,  Garfield,  Washington  and  Kane  coun¬ 
ties  —  roughly  the  western  part  of  the  state,  with  a  slight 
extension  into  the  southeast.  The  first  district  would  re¬ 
semble  a  boot,  with  the  toe  pointing  east.

Rex  Lee 
sworn  in 
office

Rex  E.  Lee,  President  Reagan’s  choice  for  U.S.  solicitor 
general,  was  sworn  into  office  Wednesday. 

The  former  dean  of  the  J.  Reuben  Clark  Law  School,  was 
sworn  in  at  a  ceremony  at  the  Justice  Department  attended  by 
members  of  the  Justice  Department  and  the  Utah  congressional 
delegation. 

“Today  was  nice  because  three  members  of  the  Justice  Depart¬ 
ment  were  present,  including  the  man  I  clerked  for,  Justice 
White,”  Lee  said. 

“It  was  a  nice  ceremonial  occasion,  but  it  was  just  that,  a 
ceremony,”  Lee  said.  “I  took  the  oath  of  office  last  August.” 

Lee  was  nominated  for  the  post  last  summer  by  Reagan.  The 
U.S.  Senate  confirmed  the  appointment  by  a  79-15  vote  in  Au¬ 
gust  after  several  battles  in  the  U.S.  Senate  Judiciary. 

“I  have  long  had  a  great  respect  and  fascination  for  the  judici¬ 
ary,”  Lee  said.  “The  past  month  I  have  spent  in  this  office  has 
only  confirmed  that.” 

As  solicitor  general,  Lee  will  argue  the  federal  government’s 
side  in  cases  before  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court. 

Lee’s  confirmation  had  met  opposition  from  at  least  four  diffe¬ 
rent  groups,  including  the  National  Organization  for  Women,  the 
National  Women’s  Political  Caucus,  Women’s  Legal  Defense 
Fund  and  Mormons  for  ERA.  The  groups  said  Lee  was  opposed 
to  equal  rights  for  women. 

“We  absolutely  oppose  his  appointment  because  we  believe  he 
is  prejudiced,”  said  Becky  Fenstermaker,  Utah  NOW  coordina¬ 
tor.  “The  publication  of  his  book  shows  for  itself  his  sexist  atti¬ 
tude.” 

Lee  is  the  author  of  a  book  on  the  ERA,  “A  Lawyer  Looks  at 
the  Equal  Rights  Amendment.” 

Fenstermaker  said  the  fact  ERA  is  never  quoted  completely  in 
the  book  exemplifies  his  bias. 

“He  supports  his  stand  by  lending  credibility  to  examples  that 
would  most  likely  never  happen,  and  says  “but’  and  identifies  his 
solution  which  is  biased,”  Fenstermaker  said.  “This  shows  a  lack 
of  faith  in  his  position  and  occupation.” 

Lee  responded  to  the  groups  opposing  his  nomination  by 
saying  that  even  as  solicitor  general,  he  could  not  affect  ratifica¬ 
tion  of  the  ERA. 

Lee  said  the  only  respect  in  which  the  Equal  Rights  Amend¬ 
ment  might  possibly  come  before  the  solicitor  general’s  office 
would  be  on  appeal  of  a  case  now  pending  in  Idaho. 

“However,  since  I  served  as  consultant  to  the  lawyers  involved 
in  that  case,  I  would  disqualify  myself  anyway,”  Lee  said.

The  Pentagon  stressed  U.S.  naval  forces 
can  be  moved  quickly  from  other  areas  such 
as  the  Mediterranean  and  Pacific  into  the 
Indian  Ocean  in  event  of  a  new  crisis. 

“The  U.S.  will  maintain  adequate  forces  in 
the  region  to  protect  our  vital  interests  and 
those  of  our  friends,”  the  Pentagon  said. 

The  only  carrier  in  the  Indian  Ocean  area 
is  the  Coral  Sea,  which  is  stationed  in  posi¬ 
tion  to  cover  approaches  to  the  Persian  Gulf. 


Last  week,  the  carrier  America  left  the 
Indian  Ocean  through  the  Red  Sea  and  Suez 
Canal  and  now  is  in  the  Mediterranean.  Offi¬ 
cials  indicated  the  America  will  return  to  the 
U.S.  East  Coast  after  staying  awhile  in  the 
Mediterranean. 

One  of  the  factors  said  to  have  influenced 
the  reduction  in  U.S.  carrier  strength  in  the 
Indian  Ocean  was  modernization  of  the  Suez 
Canal,  which  has  permitted  huge  U.S.  air¬ 
craft  carriers  like  the  80,000-ton  America  to 
sail  through  it.

Federal 
food  stamps 
crackdown 
planned 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  FBI  and  Sec¬ 
ret  Service  are  being  used  for  the  first  time  in  a 
widening  government  drive  to  wipe  out  food 
stamp  fraud  and  abuse,  the  head  of  the  Justice 
Department’s  special  food  stamp  fraud  unit 
said  Wednesday. 

Assistant  Attorney  General  D.  Lowell  Jen¬ 
sen  said  the  “nationwide  presence  and  large 
number  of  staffed  locations”  of  those  two  agen¬ 
cies  will  significantly  bolster  efforts  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  Department  and  Postal  Service  investiga¬ 
tors,  who  up  to  now  have  been  solely  responsi¬ 
ble  for  the  nationwide  probe. 

“We  do  have  strong  indications  that  fraud 
has  permeated  the  food  stamp  program  in  dis¬ 
tressingly  large  proportions,”  Jensen  said. 
“We’re  dealing  roughly  with  a  billion  dollars 
that  is  being  wasted  through  abuse  and  fraud.  ” 

William  T.  Murphy,  the  assistai 
al  inspector  for  criminal  investigat 
inspectors  have  been  hampered  in  the  past  be¬ 
cause  of  a  lack  of  information,  a  problem  Jensen 
said  the  addition  of  the  FBI  and  Secret  Service 
should  help  solve. 

“Criminals  will  engage  in  activities  which 
minimize  their  risk  and  maximize  their  pro¬ 
fits,”  Murphy  said.  “The  current  situation  in 
the  food  stamp  program  is  that  there  is  very 
little  risk  with  tremendous  profit  to  be  made 
through  illicit  activity.” 

Jensen  also  said  the  intensified  investigation 
will  target  “a  number  of  major  metropolitan 
areas  where  we  believe  major  fraud  in  the  food 
stamp  program  may  be  occurring.” 

He  declined  to  identify  those  cities  in  outlin¬ 
ing  the  administration’s  plan  to  beef  up  its  anti¬ 
fraud  enforcement  efforts  before  the  House 
Government  Operations  subcommittee  on  in¬ 
tergovernmental  relations  and  human  re¬ 
sources. 

In  the  past  three  years,  food  stamp  fraud  and 
abuse  has  netted  1,200  prosecutions  nation¬ 
wide  involving  criminal  trafficking  in  food 
stamps,  Jensen  said,  with  799  of  them  coming 
in  the  last  12  months  since  the  government 
heightened  its  enforcement  effort. 

Jensen  said  most  involve  cases  where  food 
stamps  are  obtained  illegally  by  those  uncon¬ 
nected  with  the  program.  But  he  also  said 
there  have  been  cases  involving  embezzlement 
of  food  stamps  by  program  employees  and 
counterfeiting  of  food  stamps  by  criminal 
groups. 

Last  week,  the  House  voted  to  enhance  the 
government’s  anti-fraud  arsenal  by  agreeing  to 
give  Agriculture  Department  food  stamp  in¬ 
vestigators  the  authority  to  carry  firearms, 
make  warrantless  arrests  and  other  limited 
police  powers.  That  proposal  must  still  be 
accepted  by  the  Senate. 

“We  have  found  criminals  who  organize  to 
exploit  the  food  stamp  program,”  Rep.  Fred 
Richmond,  D-N.Y.,  told  the  panel.

Some  56  percent  of  those  ques¬ 
tioned  said  they  “strongly  oppose” 
the  ERA,  Jones  said.

Money — where  to  get  it  and  what  to  do  with  it — 
is  the  all-encompassing  issue  in  the  Orem  election 
council  seat,  according  to  Orem  City  Council  candi¬ 
dates  S.  Blaine  Willis  and  Earl  Famworth. 

“Orem  City  has  reduced  revenues  combined  with 
inflation,”  Famworth  said.  “That  leaves  the  city 
with  a  challenge  to  continue  to  provide  services 
without  as  much  money.” 

He  said  three  ways  of  paying  for  the  service  are: 
getting  a  bonded  debt,  paying  for  services  out  of 
tax  revenues  and  assessing  fees  and  charges  like 
those  for  sewer  services. 

Willis  said  the  way  to  raise  the  revenue  for  the 
city  is  to  increase  the  number  of  industries  and 
businesses. 

“Industry  is  the  best  way  to  increase  the  tax  base 
so  the  city  can  afford  to  provide  services  to  the 
residents,”  he  said.  “We  need  to  establish  an  in¬ 
dustrial  development  commission  to  reach  out  to 
clean  industry  and  bring  it  into  Orem.” 

Famworth,  who  is  currently  serving  on  the  City 
Council,  said  the  council  is  in  the  process  of  organiz¬ 
ing  ah  economic  development  program. 

“We  are  interested  in  increasing  the  industry  in 
Orem  in  order  to  increase  our  tax  base  and  increase 
the  sales  tax  revenues,”  he  said. 

There  are  several  ways  for  Orem  to  attract  more 
business  and  industry,  Famworth  said. 


“The  city  could  make  it  easier  for  businesses  to 
come  here  by  offsetting  the  costs  of  business  reloca¬ 
tion  through  tax  incentives  and  helping  businesses 
pay  for  installation  of  utilities,”  he  said. 

Willis  said  Orem  should  start  an  industrial  com¬ 
mittee  that  would  actively  seek  industries  compati¬ 
ble  with  the  area  and  entice  them  to  locate  here. 

Both  candidates  said  Orem’s  franchise  tax  should 
be  removed  as  soon  as  it  would  be  possible  without 
hurting  Orem  financially. 

“The  tax  was  put  on  as  a  broad-based  tax,  which 
would  affect  some  people  who  wouldn’t  be  affected 
by  any  other  tax,”  Famworth  said.  “It  was  put  in 
place  on  a  yearly  basis  and  will  be  removed  as  soon 
as  possible.”

large  numbers  of  hunters  are  concen¬ 
trated  in  very  small  areas,  about  40 
hunters  per  square  mile.  This  figure 
is  double  most  Midwestern  pheasant- 
producing  states  with  extensive  crop 
land.  About  16  percent  of  Utah’s 
pheasant  hunters  will  be  hunting  on 
posted  pheasant-hunting  units 
approved  by  the  Division  of  Wildlife 
Resources. 


Roberson  stresses  that  hunters 
must  seek  permission  before  entering 
private  land.  If  hunters  are  to  keep 
this  privilege  in  the  future,  they  must 
respect  the  property  of  landowners 
and  police  their  own  ranks. 

In  previous  years,  conflicts  have 
resulted  when  hunters  have  broken 
down  fences,  left  gates  open,  shot 
near  buildings  or  livestock  and 
allowed  dogs  to  chase  livestock.

Columbia  landing 

The  proximity  of  Edwards  brought 
the  entire  prison  staff  and  inmate 
population  out  to  a  desert  butte  last 
April  to  cheer  as  the  space  shuttle 
Columbia  landed  smoothly  on  the  de¬ 
sert  floor. 

“It  came  almost  directly  above  us 
as  it  made  its  sweep  to  go  to  Ed¬ 
wards,”  Story  said. 

Camp  history 

The  camp  is  a  deactivated  Air 
Force  radar  base  that  was  deeded  to 
the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Prisons.  It  has 
been  operating  since  1979.  The  in¬ 
mates  range  in  age  from  19  to  €3,  and 
the  average  is  the  upper  30s,  Story 
said.  About  30  percent  are  serving 
terms  for  drug  violations. 

“Our  inmates  are  short  timers, 
many  sent  here  at  the  tail  end  of  long 
sentences,”  Story  said.  “There  are  no 
walls  or  fences  to  prevent  escapes,  no 
towers,  no  armed  guards. 

“They  know  where  the  out-of- 
bounds  line  is  and  very  few  go  past 
it,”  Story  said. 

Inmates 

“We’re  supposed  to  be  beyond  that 
point  of  trying  to  escape  when  we 
come  here,”  said  Tom  Palmer,  28, 
who  is  serving  three  years  for  bank 
robbery.  “Any  one  of  us  could  walk 
away,  catch  a  ride  into  town.  But  the 
responsibility  of  not  doing  that  is  the 
part  I  really  like  about  this  place.” 


Lecturer  'sold'  on  Y

*Few  campuses  across  the  nation  raise  and  lower 
the  flag  daily,  but  when  the  national  anthem  is 
played  at  7:45  a.m.  and  5  p.m.  daily,  BYU  students 
stop  to  face  the  flag. 

The  color  guards,  who  have  been  raising  the  flag 
since  1968,  are  a  joint  effort  between  the  Air  Force 
and  Army  ROTC  programs  at  BYU. 

Lt.  Col.  Tom  Kallunki  said  many  other  campuses 
do  not  raise  the  flag  because  campus  riots  in  1968 
and  the  entire  Vietnam  era  forced  the  military  to 
maintain  a  low  profile. 

During  that  era  the  military  was  frowned  upon 
by  students  because  of  the  entire  political  situation. 
“In  fact,  at  Kent  State  the  ROTC  building  was 
partially  burnt  down  by  rioting  students,”  Kallunki 


“As  a  result,”  Kallunki  said,  “today  there  are  few 
campuses  where  the  flag  is  raised  and  lowered.” 

Visitors  are  usually  surprised  BYU  still  raises 
and  lowers  the  flag,  he  added. 

Cadets  go  through  a  training  program  so  that 
they  look  sharp  when  presenting  the  colors,  said 


Michael  R.  Townsend,  a  member  of  the  Army 
ROTC  Color  Guard  and  a  senior  maj  oring  in  history 
from  San  Jose,  Calif.  “To  get  the  feel  of  commands 
and  the  experience  of  drills  is  why  I  participate  in 
the  color  guard,”  Townsend  said. 

The  Army  and  the  Air  Force  ROTC  alternate 
days  for  presenting  the  colors.  Each  team  has  four 
members  to  present  the  colors,  Kallunki  said.  Not 
only  do  they  raise  and  lower  of  the  flag  everyday, 
they  also  present  the  colors  at  basketball  and  foot¬ 
ball  games. 

Twice  weekly,  the  Air  Force  ROTC  meets  to 
practice  marching  and  to  discuss  topics  of  flag  eti¬ 
quette.  This  includes  such  topics  as  etiquette  of 
colors,  how  to'carry  the  colors,  how  to  handle  the 
colors  and  how  to  walk  with  them,  said  Alan 
Whitehurst,  member  of  the  Air  Force  ROTC  and  a 
junior  from  Mesa,  Ariz. 

The  Air  Force  ROTC  cadets  wear  a  variation  of 
the  regular  Air  Force  uniform,  Whitehurst  said. 
The  variation  consists  of  white  trim  on  the  normal 
blue  uniform.

Build  home  yourself,  save  $

Could  one  of  the  answers  to  the  high  cost  of  buying  a  house  be 
building  it  yourself? 

Not  necessarily  building  it  every  step  of  the  way,  because  the 
more  perspiration  the  owner-builder  puts  into  the  project,  the 
j—, n q i .  So  will  aave.  Even  assuming  that  no  actual  physical 


more  money  he  will  save.  Even  assuming  that  no  actual  physical 
work  is  performed,  a  considerable  cost  reduction  can  be  achieved 
by  taking  over  the  planning,  management  and  control  of  the 


construction. 

At  least  one  authority  feels  that  building  a  house  is - - — 

limited  to  a  privileged  caste  of  talented  craftspeople.  Jack 
McLaughlin  says  in  his  book,  “The  Housebuilding  Experience,” 
that  those  who  build  their  own  houses  are  “for  the  most  part, 
quite  ordinary  citizens  from  all  occupations,  from  all  economic 
classes,  with  the  same  diversity  of  interest  and  backgrounds 
found  in  any  cross-section  of  the  population.” 


McLaughlin,  a  teacher  at  Clemson  University,  not  only  built 
his  own  house  from  foundation  to  rooftop,  he  interviewed  hun¬ 
dreds  of  owner-builders  from  every  section  of  the  country  about 
their  experiences. 

Out  of  his  accumulated  knowledge  came  a  term  to  describe  this 
kind  of  behavior  —  terpitect.  Terpitect  is  a  word  derived  from 
the  Indo-European  root,  “terp,”  meaning  to  “please  oneself.” 

Is  it  really  practical  to  “build”  your  own  house?  For  most 
people,  probably  no,  but  if  you  get  the  notion  to  do  so  and  think 
you  have  enough  skill  and  stick-to-itiveness  to  attempt  it,  listen 
to  this  advice  from  McLaughlin: 

“Don’t  build  houses  that  are  too  complex.  An  owner-builder’s 
design  objective  might  well  be  to  weigh  the  value  of  increased 
space  and  complexity  of  building  systems  against  what  can  realis¬ 
tically  be  completed  in  a  reasonable  amount  of  time  and  at  a 
comfortable  cost.

This  observatory  is  purposely 
remote,  so  it  will  be  away  from 
most  of  the  “sky  pollution'’  of 
Utah  County’s  urban  areas,  ex- 
j  plained  Dr.  D.  Harold  McNa¬ 
mara,  a  professor  of  physics  and 
astronomy. 

McNamara,  one  of  five  staff 
researchers,  said  dust  and  light 
pollution  make  star-watching  in 
Provo  difficult,  and  the  sky  over

than  the  sky  above  West  Moun- 

Without  help  from  American 
Telephone  &  Telegraph  Co.  the 
observatory  would  have  cost  at 
least  an  additional  million  dol¬ 
lars.  AT&T  has  given  the  uni¬ 
versity  permission  to  use  a  road

<  microwave  tower  several  years 
*  ago,  he  said. 

Clark  G.  Christensen,  one  of 
the  staff  members,  said  he  spent 
quite  a  bit  of  time  doing  research 
at  Kitt  Peak  in  Arizona  last  sum¬ 
mer.

Less  instruction  time 
in  school,  study  says 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Children 
in  American  schools  are  being  short¬ 
changed  of  daily  classroom  instruc¬ 
tion  by  recesses  that  run  to  longf, 
leisurely  lunch  periods  and  classes 
that  wind  up  early,  according  to  a  new 
study. 

John  I.  Goodlad,  dean  of  the  UCLA 
School  of  Education  and  author  of  the 
study,  found  that  some  elementary 
schools  spend  as  little  as  18.5  hours  a 
week  on  instruction  while  others 
spend  as  much  as  27.5  hours. 


The  average  for  all  grade  schools 
was  22.5  hours,  or  4.5  hours  a  day. 

That  is  simply  not  enough,  Goodlad 
told  the  National  Commission  on 
Education,  and  he  recommended  that 
25  hours  of  instruction  be  the  stan¬ 
dard. 

The  schools  that  devote  more  time 
to  instruction  use  the  day  more  effi¬ 
ciently  and  do  not  have  longer  hours,

All  this  controversy  about  punk  rock  is  ridiculous. 

The  fact  is  punk  rock  —  and  especially  punk  attire 
major  problem  at  BYU.  At  least,  it  isn’t  yet. 

Some  students  are  definitely  dressing  like  punk  rockers.  Hair  dyed 
green,  purple  or  blue  is  punk  rock  fashion.  So  are  safety  pins  in  the  ears 
and  on  the  clothing. 

Punk  rock  —  with  its  unintelligible  lyrics  and  intense  music  —  is 
different  from  New  Wave.  Performers  of  punk  music  usually  cannot  be 
heard  (at  least  not  understand¬ 
ably)  over  the  music  they  play.

sarily  one  BYU  students  should 
cultivate.  It  is  wild,  undisci¬ 
plined  and  unconventional. 
Punk  fashions  center  around 


the  music  and  the  attire. 

New  Wave  fashions,  on  the  other  hand,  put  more  emphasis  on  the 
music  and  dance  rather  than  the  attire.  While  some  of  the  the  hair 
styles  are  similar,  New  Wave  music  is  at  least  more  understandable. 

As  for  punk  fashions,  students  have  not  really  dressed  up  (or  down) 
too  badly.  Conventional  violations  of  the  dress  and  grooming  code  such 
as  neatness  of  appearance  and  hair  length  are  far  more  prominent. 

What  does  punk  fashion  include?  Picture  this:  a  male  with  spiked 
hair,  usually  dyed  orange,  earrings  in  his  ears,  wearing  a  dog  collar 
(that’s  right  —  a  real  dog  collar  complete  with  silver  studs),  a  scruffy 
military  jacket,  tight  black  pants,  boots  and  a  jacket  with  some  type  of 
phraseology  like  “Sid  Vicious  is  Innocent”  written  or  embroidered  on 
the  back  (not  neatly,  either).  His  companion,  a  female  with  short, 
razor-cut  hair  (almost  burr  style,  but  slightly  longer)  dyed  at  least 
three  colors  —  none  of  which  complement  each  other  —  wears  safety 
pins  in  her  ears  and  also  pinned  on  various  parts  of  the  body,  an 
oversized  jacket,  a  brightly-colored  blouse  or  sweater,  tight  pants  and 
spiked  heels.  Her  unconventional  make-up  may  include  green,  purple 
or  orange  sections  painted  on  her  face. 

Sounds  grim,  doesn’t  it?  While  BYU  students  have  perhaps  not  hit 
these  heights  in  clothing  fashion,  they  may  in  the  future  if  more  care  is 
not  given  to  the  dress  and  grooming  standards  of  this  university. 

Punk  rock  and  New  Wave  styles  are  not  as  appropriate  for  BYU 
students  to  wear  as  conventional  dress.  The  dress  standards  require 
students  to  wear  modest,  appropriate  attire.  It  has  been  revised  so 
women  could  wear  blue  jeans  and  men  could  have  longer  hair.  Too 
many  students  are  taking  advantage  of  this  and  hiding  behind  the 
guise  of  punk  rock  and  New  Wave.
